advanced and progressive movements modern 
education. certainly better title and more 
descriptive phrase than Education,” 
which perhaps the most general term describe 
the recent advances and the contemporary proposals. 
There emerging another term that may ultimately 
replace these, finding its special application now 
particular fields, “Creative Music, Creative Writing,” 
etc. This phrase for the general movement “Creative 
Education.” reserve this term for later discussion 
those aspects modern education which are espe- 
cially creative purpose, and sometimes result. 

Professor Rugg and Miss Schumacher’s book, The 
Child-Centered Schools, has crystallized the title and 
made popular.

Dewey’s School and Society, pub- 
lished first 1899, the charter contemporary 
education. describes the educational revolution 
which was beginning, these terms: 


may have exaggerated somewhat order make plain 
the typical points the old education: its passivity atti- 
tude, its mechanical massing children, its uniformity 
curriculum and method. may summed stating 
that the center gravity outside the child. the 
teacher, the textbook, anywhere and everywhere you please, 
except the immediate instincts and activities the child 


himself. that basis there not much said about the 
life the child. good deal might said about the study- 
ing the child, but the school not the place where the 
child lives. Now the change which coming into our edu- 
cation the shifting the center gravity. change, 
revolution, not unlike that introduced Copernicus when 
the astronomical center shifted from the earth the sun. 
this case the child becomes the sun about which the 
appliances education revolve; the center about which 
they are organized. (P. 35.)

Child-Centered Methodology 


Our concern here with the child the center 
the educative process, with child-centered meth- 
odology. not leave Dewey, can present 
the indictment our actual contemporary education 
which the basis for this newer demand for 
greater recognition the child the educative 
process for child-centered schools. 

The essential points this indictment contempo- 
rary education made Dewey may briefly and 
succinctly summarized, follows: 

“It all made for listening,” says Dewey, “be- 
cause simply studying lessons out book only 
another kind listening, marks the dependency 
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one mind another.” means passivity, absorption. 
The center here the teacher, the book, not 
the child. 

The subject matter ready-made, determined 
advance the curriculum maker, teacher, super- 
visor, superintendent, without specific reference 
the psychological stage level the child. The center 
here the curriculum maker, not the child. 

The emphasis the intellectual side ex- 
perience, learning, knowledge, information, 
particularly well-organized knowledge apart from 
the experience base. Emotional attitudes, ideals are 
not stressed are regarded unimportant, 
merely not within the actual aims the school. The 
center here certain intellectual products 
intellectual organization, not the whole nature the 
child. 

There divorce the life the child the 
school from the rest his life: The child often un- 
able any adequate way utilize his out-of-school 
experience the classroom; and what learns 
the classroom has meaning, far his out-of- 
school experience concerned. 

atmosphere quiet, physical regimenta- 
tion, sought rather than the atmosphere activity, 
bustle, energy, which comes from doing worth- 
while tasks. The center here external demand, not 
internal impulse, which disciplined and 
controlled. 

Everything arranged handle children 
large groups, masse. Individual action the child 
disturbing factor mass instruction, and not 
worst, repressed. The center here 
the group mass not Johnny Jones, Alice Smith. 

Though there only slight recognition the 
individual differences the mental side, the social 
side the whole thing individualistic. There com- 
petition for marks, for standing, for promotion, not 
living. In: other words, the school 
community not any genuine sense social com- 
munity. The center here external standard 
competition, not developmental standard co- 

The recitation place where the child comes 
show off the knowledge has acquired, repeat 
what the teacher has “poured into him,” what 
individual child’s experiences, questions, and problems. 

There too great emphasis the preparation 
for the future which the child may never live, the 
sacrifice present living. “Strange would in- 
deed,” says Dewey, “if intelligent and serious atten- 
tion what the child mow needs and capable 
the way rich, valuable, and expanded life should 
somehow conflict with the needs and possibilities 
later adult life.” The adult demands are controlling 
here instead the child’s needs. 

10. Even where the conventional school introduced 
manual training, was interested the physical pro- 
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duct, not the attitudes and ideas the child which 
developed the process. 

11. School discipline was ordinarily training 
obedience and docility, conformity teachers’ wishes 
and school rules, instead the growth the spirit 
which incident engagement whole-heartedly 
worth-while activities. Repression was characteristic 
school discipline, and inhibitions were general, but 
were not the results the self-control the in- 
dividual. 

12. The conventional school was not giving the 
child genuine experience. “The source whatever 
dead, mechanical, and formal schools found 
precisely the subordination the life and exper- 
ience the child the curriculum. because 
this that study “has become synonym for what 
irksome and lesson identical with task.” 


Avoiding the Extreme 


Such the indictment the conventional school, 
but considerable progress has been made recent 
years changing the “counts” this indictment 
humanizing contemporary education. The essential 
meaning the child-center principle the humaniza- 
tion education. makes human values supreme 
educational method. subordinates technique and 
mechanics humanity, perhaps, better, per- 
sonality. 

another time shall want take this child- 
center principle and follow its ramifications into the 
problems dealing with the aim education. that 
case shall have give Dewey, but method 
good companion. But there are dangers, too, 
evident certain interpretations contemporary 
education, shown strikingly Rugg and Schu- 
macher’s Child-Centered Schools. 

The humanism the child-centered school appeals 
every one. The consideration for the personality, 
interests, and nature the child emphasis that 
always needs made against the institutional- 
izing trend the school. Making the child the center 
education, makes teaching spiritual adventure, 
perennial interest the personalities under our care 
show new sides, and loving direction reveals “the 
silent silver novel lights and darks undreamed of.” 

There has been, however, lack criticism the 
practice child-centered schools. Because the theory 
was fundamentally sound, and attractive, was 
assumed that anything done its name admirable. 
Professor Rugg and Miss Schumacher have rendered 
real service the child-centered movement, and 
education permit “criticism and “more 
criticism.” Though profoundly believing the theory, 
they say, for example, that the curriculum “mosaic 
relatively isolated units,” that these schools are “in 
the grip the local, the endemic, the near hand, 
the immediate,” that there “lack interest 
ideas, means, and the processes reflective thinking,” 
that there not integration material, 
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teachers dealing with the same child. They say 
more fully: “The result this lack design ‘the 
lopsided curriculum which have referred 
undue amount emphasis upon the local environ- 
ment, the uneducative repetition certain themes, 
and the existence huge blind spots the curri- 
culum.” (P. 122.) And again: “Emphatically intel- 
lectual development avoided many these 
schools. They stand for informality, and they secure 
the outcomes informality. Their centers interest 
(they are well named) lack intellectual rigor plan 
and development. They are too often conspicuous 
examples following the path least resistance.” 
(P. 129.) 


Teachers Have Place 


This situation has developed shows the need 
for clarification the principle the child-centered 
school. One cause the difficulty was that teachers 
were looking for real-life situations give the inter- 
ests the child the opportunity for expression. The 
tests “realness,” lifelikeness, was not necessarily the 
kind situation which would guarantee the learner 
maximum growth —and that what the child 
school for. The child may want get away from his 
“real” situation; may need grow out it, 
away from it, transcend it, going grow. 
placing the emphasis the lifelikeness the 
situation, the child-centered schools were violating 
their fundamental principle while insisting lifelike- 
ness principle. They violated it, also, intro- 
ducing play cities, play stores, and projects based 
imagination; but this case their intuition was better 
than their principle. 

organize schools, teachers must have func- 
tion. would seem sometime this discussion that 
the child should lead, and that the teacher was 
kind epiphenomenon. And the chaotic and un- 
related character the curriculum, the needless repeti- 
tion old motives, grow out effort follow 
this principle more less fully practice. Teachers 
have function educational guidance and curri- 
culum construction, however different may con- 
ceived from that the ordinary school. say 
Rugg and Schumacher: “We not dare leave longer 
chance spontaneous, overt symptoms inter- 
est the part occasional pupils the solution 
this important and difficult problem construction 
curriculum for maximum growth.” (P. 118.) 

There even recognition that the later stages the 
development the child must considered not 
merely incidental present needs but they must 
specifically provided for. Though Dewey has been 
used excuse for the neglect the future, partic- 
ularly because his emphasis the child’s present 
needs, generation that neglected them, and be- 
cause his condemnation education preparation, 
always insisted that the meaning the present 
interests, needs, tendencies the child, must 
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found their ultimate development. What else did 
the essay “The Child and the Curriculum” mean? 
old Aristotle’s statement that the nature thing 
not expect find this development “American 
Civilization,” suggested, but the and 
destiny the individual himself, proximate and ulti- 
mate, gladly leave this point view furnish- 
ing basis for your own meditation and reflective 
thinking about education generally. 


Tendency Naturalism 


The tendency the child-centered principle lead 
two serious defects education noted the 
Pope his recent encyclical education. may 
lead, the one hand, remove education from its 
dependence divine law and, the other hand, 
that evil principle education self-realization when 
means merely the individual’s lower nature, the 
“instant need things,” what Matthew Arnold would 
call our animality against our humanity. leads 
that “pedagogic naturalism” against which the Pope 
vigorously and effectively inveighs. The Pope’s 
statement worth quoting full:

“But, alas, with the obvious significance these 
terms many intend remove education from any 
dependence divine law. Hence, our days see 
—which truth curious story and 
philosophers who strive search universal moral 
code education just the Decalogue did not 
exist, nor evangelical law, nor the laws nature which 
God has graven the heart men and which have 
been promulgated reason and have been codified 
direct revelation God Himself the Decalogue. 
Similarly these innovators are the habit defining 
with contempt passive obsolete that Christian 
education which founded divine authority and 
its holy laws. 

“They delude themselves miserably who think they 
can free children, they say, while they truth are 
rendering them slaves their blind pride and dis- 
ordered passions because these, logical conse- 
quence these false systems, come justified 
legitimate exigencies so-called autonomous nature. 
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“But there even worse danger the false, ir- 
reverent, dangerous and presumptious claim submit 
researches, experiments, and judgments profane 
natural order facts supernatural order concern- 
ing education, such as, for instance, the sacerdotal 
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religious vocation and general the mystic operations 
grace which, though elevating natural forces, never- 
theless exceed them infinitely and can way 
bound physical laws, because ‘the Spirit breath-

general rule, the more freely the children 
express themselves these socialized recitations and 
the discussion groups, the better. especially 
through these unconscious revelations that the alert 
teacher can study the characters her children, and 
thus make those little but important contacts with 
them individually which carry their influence all 
through life.

Conscien- 
tious care and precaution his preparatory work 
large measure determine the success the class which 
can but follow the leader. 

Generally speaking, the aims review are comple- 
mentary the aims the course; that is, review 
seek make sure the accomplishment what 
originally planned. the first place, essential princi- 
ples grammar must clinched. Languages not 
burst forth their entirety, but are gradual evolu- 
tion the development races.

Teach for Understanding 

Why teach foreign language not that the pupil 
may learn read and appreciate Unless the work 
taught under the supervised study plan, the teacher 
may utterly ignorant the amount prepara- 
tion ordinary assignment requires and his daily re- 
cord book may just void information the 
learner’s comprehension the lines through which 
laboriously plods his way. Here one the essen- 
tial resolves, then, review: going find out 
how rapidly, and how intelligently these people mine 
are reading.

Criticism our great histor- 
ical characters and their doings must constructive 
well otherwise. So, too, our foreign-literature 
work. Unfortunately this criticism the writing 
others sometimes overdone. well tell midget 
touch the moon tell third- fourth-year high- 
school pupil criticize classics miles beyond his grasp. 
written criticism any selection good review 
when, and only when, that work lies well within the 
pupils’ comprehension. 

The method review must fit particular phases 
the work done. outline clinches the salient points 
selection nature geographical, historical, 
biographical. Again one might ask for written para- 
graph answer this statement: reading (insert 
name selection) experienced much little pleasure 
because Again, brief summary may written 
from the standpoint any one the characters. Just 
history, reviews may take place through dram- 
atization, dialogs. One very convenient form 
review have each prepare definite number 
statements which may either true false. class 
these papers are exchanged and then returned their 
respective authors for correction before being taken 
up. Again, pupils may simply directed read 
preparation for one-word test the morrow. 

Since papers are the bane every teacher’s life, the 
oral review frequently advisable. The oral retelling 
very common and practical method. Provided the 
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socialized recitation prevails, particularly excellent 
for the narrator certain meet many good questions 
when finishes his story. mutual agreement might 
exist between classes different schools even 
different lands exchange letters stated intervals. 
Reading these letters good test reading ability; 
writing them calls into power knowledge vocabulary, 
grammar, and syntax. Time spent foreign school 
paper enjoyable and profitable for review. 

And when life’s goal has been reached, and see 
retrospection the years that have gone before, let 
hope there will restful satisfaction knowing 
have worked hard make the best life’s oppor- 
tunities, and that the fruits our labors have been 
great. Just from every review there should accrue 
the learner feeling mastery, together with 
appreciation and satisfaction his work and its use 
him. From our study any nation’s language 
should imbibe not merely paradigms, and vocabulary 
columns, but keen appreciation for that nation’s 
progress, its past problems, and its future ambitions. 
larger sense, are not citizens our state, nor 
are merely citizens our nation, but citizens 
the good God’s universe.

Does Your Classroom Meet 


These Tests? 


Sister St. Elizabeth Portugal, C.S.C. 


describing model classroom four topics must 
dealt with first relating physical comfort: (a) Pro- 
per spacing, heating and ventilation, (c) lighting, 
and (d) temperature. Primarily, the only reason for 
the existence the classroom the necessity for 
physical situation conducive efficiency teaching 
class group. The schoolroom must, therefore, provide 
the situation which best assists the immediate instruc- 
tional purposes the school. 

practice, has seemed that the present organiza- 
tion and teaching methods the school are best con- 
served rooms which are not more than ft. wide, 
ft. long, and ft. high. Rooms which are wider 
than just mentioned are not adequately lighted along 
the interior row desks; rooms which are longer re- 
quire the teacher raise her voice the point where 
she readily fatigued, and children have difficulty 
seeing work placed the blackboard; rooms which 
are lower lack the light and air space which children 
require. 

The light for the average schoolroom best 
comes from the left the children only. Light from 
the rear and from the right side the room seriously 
interferes with study and produces bad eye conditions 
for teacher and pupils. Sunlight the classroom 
some time the day hygienic essential because 
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nothing has been devised that surely kills germ life 
cleansing sunlight. 

The temperature the classroom may range from 
deg. F., and most hygienists agree that deg. 
near the ideal. Where thermostatic control pro- 
vided, the teacher relieved the duty watching 
thermometer, duty which the busy, interested, and 
serious teacher readily overlooks. Ventilation 
essential and must provided without lowering the 
temperature. The open-air method advocated 
some hygienists, but not always uniform effective. 

There are well-considered reasons for preference 
the part many teachers for well-laid maple hard- 
wood floors schoolrooms. There are also well-con- 
sidered reasons for the noiseless, attractive floors made 
battleship linoleum, which add much foot com- 
fort.

Hence, the discussion still open, 
may not out place set forth few considera- 
tions the hope that, even they not contain any- 
thing new, they may least challenge others ex- 
press their views and thereby contribute solution 
the question. 

The problem then is: Are teach catechism 
the long-standing method question and memorized 
answer are adopt instead one that, while 
enables the pupil grasp the meaning the cate- 
chism text, exempts him from the drudgery mem- 
orizing. Or, are choose modification either 
these extreme methods combination both. 


Purpose the Catechism 


Now, all agree that our object teaching cate- 
chism make functional. The course not 
merely informational, but its content must ab- 
sorbed the pupil become vital part him, 
directing him all the circumtances life that 
may attain the end for which was created. Hence, 
aim the perfection the intellect thorough 
knowledge Christian dogma and morals, may

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better finish material than plaster and the same mate- 
rial has never been excelled for providing smooth, 
light-reflecting surface for ceilings. the ceilings are 
finished buff cream white and the walls are paint- 
light buff warm gray with high light-reflect- 
ing coefficient, the room will generally attractive 
and well lighted.

Can catechism, taught with questions and mem- 
orized answers, result such training? The present 
writer inclined think that, itself, little 
adapted for the object view, though not for mo- 
ment can deny that, given certain favorable cir- 
cumstances, can conduce it. Let take exam- 
ple. Ireland past years the question-and-answer 
method was rigorously adhered to. Candidates for con- 
firmation were individually examined the bishop. 
Teachers, order make good showing, insisted 
the pupil’s knowing the precise words the text 
and the pastors were less exacting. The present 
writer well remembers how flustered was being 
presented the late Cardinal Logue how feared 
leave out word the text until the question, 
“where the Blessed Virgin now,” brought the un- 
expected reply “She dead and buried long ago,” 
which made the Cardinal smile, and somewhat restored 
the candidate’s mental balance. The result such 
training was that Irish boys and girls knew our 
catechism, and many after years can repeat 
the catechism answers without the omission 
comma. All admit that the faith Irish Catholics 
real vital faith. Splendid churches and schools have 
been built great financial sacrifices; the practice 
frequent Communion universal; daily Mass 
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common that visitors Dublin wonder week days 
are not observed Sundays. 


Missing Mass 


But this due the catechetical methods? Hardly. 
The present writer has met families England who, 
with the most trival excuses, had exempted themselves 
from hearing Sunday Mass. The same families would 
have gone seven and eight miles foot before they 
left Ireland rather than miss Mass. have done 
there would have been public scandal, and would 
have exposed the delinquent the opprobrium the 
community. With change environment human na- 
ture, unrestrained such external fetters, 
asserted itself. Such families had learned their cate- 
chism but their religious training had been neglected 
and when meet Protestant after Protestant this 
country bearing distinctively Irish and Catholic names, 
feel inclined hazard guess that the anomaly 
due this cause. 


Memorizing Catechism 


Are then reject this method Father 
Kelly, the Acolyte for November, 1929, thinks 
should. There are many sound reasons which seem 
justify modification his conclusion. the first 
place, sound knowledge Christian doctrine 
necessary for leading Christian life. Now, sound 
knowledge accurate knowledge and hard 
see how the ordinary Catholic going have ac- 
curate knowledge are dispense with all mem- 
ory work. Christian doctrine implies knowledge 
things supernatural, mysteries which can have 
but imperfect understanding. Yet, they are sublime 
and important truths. the one hand, should 
know them well and fully, and the other, have 
admit that experience ours conducive 
such knowledge. Although possible deduce some 
these truths from others higher order, many 
Catholics have not the deductive faculties very well 
developed. Hence, the only way providing them 
with such knowledge insist that they memorize 
the formulas which the more important truths are 
expressed. Even for those the highest intellectual 
ability such memory work cannot wholly dispensed 
with. There are certain fundamental revealed truths 
which form the basis our faith. They are just 
necessary Christian doctrine are the axioms 
geometry the laws logic. But there this differ- 
ence, that while nature supplies with the first prin- 
ciples which these sciences are founded does not 
furnish with the fundamental principles revealed 
religion. These fundamental truths have been defined 
many cases the church under the infallible guid- 
ance the Holy Spirit. The words which such de- 
finitions are expressed have been chosen with the great- 
est care and often possess such technical meaning 
that the substitution another word may imply in- 
accuracy, not error. Hence, where catechism an- 
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swer contains the definition revealed truth, 
would seem good policy memorize the exact 
words which was defined. 

Few the catechism answers will fall this cate- 
gory and can means confine the memory 
work them. There are other fundamental truths 
our faith, which are defined the catechism answers. 
The words used may not the most easily understood, 
but they are technically correct, they should mem- 
orized. catechism which has been widely used may 
taken expression the magisterium ordina- 
rium and consequently great weight. might 
perhaps understand the import the definition better 
were expressed other words, but certainly 
cannot retain accurately without the use some 
formula. Hence, would seem that accuracy reten- 
tion preferable facility understanding, since 
the latter can secured subsequent explanation 
parallel phraseology. 

difficult limit exactly the extent memory 
work this regard though easy lay down 
general principle that the definitions fundamental 
truths controverted truths should memorized. 
this way, without excessive drudgery, the pupil 
would possess accurate compendium Christian 
doctrine for his own and for apologetic use. 


The Catechism Text 


Pupils not like memory work nor there any 
valid reason for imposing upon them unnecessarily. 
Nothing should learned that has afterward 
unlearned. definition should never imposed upon 
pupil unless its final form. learn defini- 
tion, and then the next year learn another, produces 
many cases the same confusion and inaccuracy 
not learning all. This has been our experience 
Corpus Christi High School, Galesburg, Illinois. ad- 
dition the four-year high school have the seventh 
and eight grades. four years ago, used Father 
O’Brien’s Catechism the seventh; the Christian 
Brothers No. the eighth, and Deharbe’s the 
first-year high school. Each year the pupil learned 
the same truths but varying phraseology with the 
result that the end the high-school course, after 
having wasted vast amount energy, probably 
had less clear concept the subject matter than 
had kept Father O’Brien’s catechism. present our 
pupils have studied the latter the fifth and sixth 
grades with the Sisters. carry through seventh 
and eighth but develop the material collating with 
church history and liturgy. The answers contained 
large print, form advisable compendium doctrine 
and are not excessive burden for the memory. 
the first and second years high school have in- 
troduced Father Campion’s course religion. 

ideal arrangement, the writer’s opinion, would 
series graduated texts each carrying the same 
definition the fundamental truths religion one 
more these truths might form the topic for each 
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chapter. They should printed heavy type, not 
the beginning the chapter where they might 
overlooked but the body the chapter. The in- 
troduction the chapter might employed build 
background for the definition. Thus, the chapter 
and sacraments general might introduced 
the texts for the higher classes, discussion 
matter and form, with examples found our every- 
day experience such the wood (matter), which the 
carpenter fashions into chair. Thus, prepared, the 
pupil would learn the definition. Then would 
shown how true each the seven sacraments 
and the doctrine the sacraments would developed 
suit the capacity the grade for which the text was 
intended. this way might hope secure accu- 
racy and uniformity essentials without any unneces- 
sary waste energy. Uniformity more impor- 
tance than are inclined think. provides 
bridge between the pastor and parents the one hand, 
and the child the other. The present writer remem- 
bers how used irritate and confuse his mother, 
who had learned Butler’s catechism memory when 
answered according the Maynooth catechism. 
For children rural districts this still important 
consideration. 

The text should attractive, the paper should 
good, and the print clear. The use pictures 
doubtful value. renders the text bulky and hence 
expensive for poor parents, and once the novelty has 
worn off, the pictures are neglected. the other hand, 
Father Campion’s method relating the matter 
dealing with the everyday life the pupil, excel- 
lent. awakens the pupil’s interest and makes im- 
pression his mind more lasting than the subject 
matter were presented more abstract manner, 
the case with the other excellent works Arch- 
bishop Sheehan Sydney. 


Teaching Technique 


Fault has been found continually with our existing 
catechisms. They are worded language that diffi- 
cult for the pupil understand. They are too techni- 
cal, too theological, and utterly ignore pedagogical 
principles. Now would seem the present writer 
that these criticisms arise from confounding the func- 
tions teacher with those the text. The text furn- 
ishes the material any subject but for the teach- 
form the bridge between the text and the pupil’s 
mental equipment and “get the material across.” Ac- 
curacy must characteristic any good text, and 
must never sacrificed facilitate the understand- 
ing. Every catechism will necessarily contain defini- 
tions which tax the capacity theologians. Mysteries 
are there, and cannot get away from them. But the 
teacher can chose analogies from nature, examples 
from the things which fall the pupil’s experience, 
illustrate the meaning difficult definitions. The 
laws physics and chemistry are not easily under- 
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stood nor the principles which underlie them. Never- 
theless, the teacher has other option than “to get 
them across” his pupil the way best suited the 
individual case. will appeal the pupil’s own ex- 
perience gained through controlled experiments. Why 
then should seek texts religion other than those 
which contain, precise and technical terms, the sub- 
ject matter the course? True, the wording should 
the simplest possible, provided that accuracy not 
sacrificed. But, let bear mind that the func- 
tion the teacher facilitate the understanding 
the definition.

The other points doctrine will flow from 
them from their source, will held place 
the brick and the mortar the structure. can con- 
tinually add and embellish them with material from 
sources such church history and liturgy, but the 
framework there all its strength and firmness 
whether the pupil merely graduates from the eighth 
grade takes his college degree. 

Nor does follow that the child tender years 
compelled learn the difficult definitions. 
the contrary, until the child reaches the fifth grade 
would seem better dispense with all memory work 
beyond that simple doctrinal facts. This keep- 
ing with our contention that child should never have 
learn definition which must afterward reject 
change. Even the sixth, seventh, and eighth 
grades judicious selection will have made, but 
the pupil should have memorized all the important 
definitions the time leaves the eighth grade.

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number years. Character, being abstract term, 
does not arouse all students; but character illustrated 
concrete life will appeal the idealism stu- 
dents. For this reason, Columbia Academy has worded 
its aim thus: “To induce each student acquire, un- 
der the guidance the Church, friendship with 
Christ; conform his life Christ; and demon- 
strate the world the value Christ’s plan life.” 

Catholic schools exist primarily for the purpose 
teaching how the eternities may function the tem- 
poralities.

Conference, which issues biennially Directory 
Catholic Colleges and Schools, there are 162 Catho- 
lic colleges the United States. Seventy-three these 
are colleges for men; for women. this number are 
included universities which maintain undergradu- 
ate schools. 

The total number students enrolled all colleges 
and universities 86,306. this total, 26,000 are 
summer schools and extension courses; 26,554 pro- 
fessional schools; and the remainder, 33,752, col- 
leges arts and sciences. these latter, 22,783 are 
colleges for men; 10,969 colleges for women. The 
enrollment the colleges arts and sciences accounts 
for approximately per cent the total. The annual 
rate increase student enrollment all institutions 
has been approximately per cent since 1920. Thirty- 
two and five-tenths per cent the arts and sciences 
enrollment the women’s colleges. The colleges for 
women established since 1920 care for per cent 
the total enrollment women’s colleges. 

There are 6,333 instructors all colleges and uni- 
versities. The total colleges arts and sciences 
3,512. One thousand eight hundred and forty-nine 
these are colleges for men; 1,663 colleges for 
women. Forty-seven per cent the instructors em- 
ployed all colleges and universities are religious. 
the colleges arts and sciences, per cent the 
teaching body are religious and per cent lay. 


CCORDING the records the Department

Curricula Catholic Colleges 


Generally speaking, the curricula Catholic colleges 
exhibit conservative point view and wholesome 
respect for the traditional higher education. There 
marked emphasis upon the classical studies and 
philosophy. The following courses may considered 
common colleges arts and sciences for men and 
women: philosophy, classical, English, literature, sci- 
ence, sociology, economics, political science, education, 
music, art, physical education, and journalism.

Few the schools can 
boast large alumni wealthy enough bestow large 
grants money their alma mater. conse- 
quence, the Catholic college must depend very largely 
tuitions for its support. 

However, there one endowment that the Catholic 
schools possess whose value would hard compute 
monetary terms. This what someone has happily 
called endowment consecrated lives.” The prog- 
ress Catholic higher education the United States 
has been made possible the noble and devoted men 
and women who, members religious orders, have 
devoted themselves completely the cause Catholic 
higher education. Living common life according 
the three great vows poverty, chastity, and obedi- 
ence, they ask for nothing, save those things which are 
necessary give them the health, strength, and vigor 
their work. Their contribution not alone the 
money they save; something infinitely more pre- 
cious. The consecrated discipline their lives and their 
heroic self-sacrifice exert profound and noble influ- 
ence the hearts those they teach. They are living 
examples that disinterestedness which the very 
definition Christian character. 

This not put down way minimizing the value 
the layman instructor the Catholic college. 
the present time per cent all the teaching 
the colleges arts and sciences done laymen, and 
the proportion promises even larger time goes 
on. This should be. The Catholic Church sets 
high value lay leadership and there better 
place for developing than her higher institutions 
learning. More than that, contact with laymen dur- 
ing his college years good for the general develop- 
ment the student.

Parent-Teacher Associations 
William George Bruce 


scope and momentum attained the so- 
called parent-teacher movement throughout the 
United States, together with the common esti- 
mate placed upon its achievements and its shortcom- 
ings, permits engage some observations upon 
parent-teacher associations the light parochial- 
school interests. What they accomplish, and wherein 
they fail realize their real purpose 

necessary dwell for moment upon the avowed ob- 
jectives the parent-teacher movement exemplified 
throughout the country. These objectives possess dis- 
tinct ring appeal. They contemplate the progress 
the school through citizen through 
better understanding between teacher and parent, and 
the general efficiency the school systems which they 
serve. 

the main, they have met every promise enter- 
tained for them. The parents and 
teachers has tended eliminate misunderstandings, 
that has initiated the parent into the problems 
the classroom, and the other hand, has enabled the 
teacher appreciate parental trials and cares. The 
tendency has been stimulate harmony between the 
school and its patrons. 


Promote Interest 


Parent-teacher associations have also 
means arousing greater interest and appreciation 
for the cause popular education. many instances 
they have done much enhance the beauty the 
school grounds, and provide desirable equipment 
which otherwise would not have been secured. 

The immediate value the contacts between pa- 
rents and teachers gained through higher appre- 
ciation the task which assigned each. The pa- 
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rent who has met the teacher only time trouble 
between teacher and pupil will secure new viewpoint 
when friendly relations are cultivated during the pe- 
riod calm and peace. 

The pupil problem comes somewhat nearer solution 
when, the one hand, the teacher learns something 
the parent attitude and home environment, and 
the other, when the parent understands the motives 
which actuate the teacher. mutual interest thus 
created. 

dwelling upon the splendid services rendered 
these organizations, may not amiss point out 
that some them have failed deplorable way 
realizing the purpose for which they were created. 
During the past few years several sections the 
country, parent-teacher organizations have degenerated 
into narrow groups trouble makers, causing vexa- 
tious differences and embarrassing dissension. 

The difficulty usually grows out the fact that 
those directive charge organization mistake 
its scope and invade the province the 
constituted authorities. They forget that they stand 
advisory and attitude the consti- 
tuted authorities and the teaching forces. But there 
are numerous cases record where they sought 
dictate rather than suggest, and usurp the func- 
tion those who are responsible for the successful 
operation the school system. They have staged acri- 
monious mass meetings and have gotten whole com- 
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munities into turmoil over some school-administra- 
tion question. 

questionnaire sent school superintendents and 
teachers California county last spring brought out 
expression the pros and cons the modern pa- 
rent-teacher association. While there were many fine 
tributes their achievements and service, the ma- 
jority the educators whose opinion was sought de- 
nounced them unmitigated nuisances. Some the 
superintendents were positive declaring you 
have parent-teacher association, don’t start one. 
regret you do!” 

The parish priest who feels the need some reén- 
forcing influences for his parochial school, through 
some agency which will bring about better under- 
standing between the teaching force and the parents, 
may well consider the expediency parent-teacher 
organization. The conditions may such render 
such organization highly useful. properly or- 
ganized, fostered under wise leadership, and impelled 
helpful program, much good can accomplished. 

viewing the parent-teacher movement, with full 
appreciation its promise service, are not pre- 
pared recommend its general acceptance the 
parochial schools this country. The expedience 
creating parent-teacher organizations individual par- 
ishes must determined the light local condi- 
tions and circumstances.

Failure School William Kelly, Ph.D. 


Editor’s Note. Dr. Kelly has called attention fundamental 
condition effective schoolwork, the habit success 
failure the part the pupils. the mental -hygienists 
have shown, nothing more mentally devastating than the 
inferiority complex, with the train arrested development, 
pseudo-feeblemindedness, and social failure. render ser- 
vice children keeping this idea before teachers. 


most important attitudes life, namely, 
and failure, depend small way 

how the school performs its work. The 
nate attitude failure leads inevitably inefficiency, 
incapacity, sense inferiority, and frequently 
unsocial, shut-in personality. Failure helps disin- 
tegrate personality. The school’s task develop 
attitude confidence, for “nothing succeeds like suc- 


succeed live and real success the op- 
portunity things worth while. Success the 
stimulus for purposeful activity the highest type. 
The experience failure altogether too common 
the school. Failure unnecessary, because partial 
death. All too frequently the school failures become 
the social, civic, and moral failures, well. The school 
must help the child feel qualified and adequate, 
well thought and have self-esteem, have 
share the affairs life both and out school. 
If, has been said, that for every death typhoid 
fever someone should hanged, then for every child 
permitted leave school self-recognized failure, the 
teacher responsible should removed that 
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she may not again distort child life cause another 
disintegration personality. 


Success and Self-Confidence 


Such statements the foregoing should not in- 
terpreted advocating soft pedagogy. They not 
imply lowering scholastic standards; neither 
they mean that every child must passed all sub- 
jects regardless the grade and quality work ac- 
complished. They mean that teachers must realize 
that they are teaching not subject matter, but children 
human beings. Hence, the duty every teacher 
see that every child some time, some ac- 
tivity subject, achieves success that will give him 
decent respect for himself. happens all too often 
that failure encouraged the school because con- 
ventional failure seems more desirable than trouble- 
some success. Then, too, the school administration fre- 
quently solves all the problems behavior and just 
hands over ready-make solution the children. 
that event, the great concern the teacher char- 
acter building seems take the form watchfulness 
which will permit opportunities for development 
initiative and leadership. Such teacher will endeavor 
train the child confide parents and teachers; 
will provide tasks which are interesting, and adapted 
his ability, which will occupy his attention worthily 
and favor further development. Such teacher will 
assign concrete tasks giving directions clearly; will 
train the child success, sense his personal 
worth. Such teacher will avoid the didactic habit, 
the habit blame and the habit “bawling out.” 
Such teacher will never take unfair advantage his 
her position making use sarcasm. 


Use and Abuse Fear 

The greatest enemy success fear involving 
worry. Fear, too, attitude produced anticipa- 
tion some evil. Its results are serious for frequently 
fear impairs mental functions; affects human happi- 
ness and brings about collapse character. 
very real and appears the life everyone. Usu- 
ally some sort fear has developed before the child 
enters school. Then there are many and various kinds 
fear which children school become susceptible. 
Still fear has its uses. less authority then An- 
gelo Patri has made the statement; “Education con- 
sists being afraid the right However, fear 
the wrong time serious and usually school the 
fear that the wrong time. fact teachers are ac- 
customed use fear means discipline, espe- 
cially fear failure. Such fear the cause many 
the lies which children tell. not such fear but 
understanding based knowledge child life which 
should the basis all school discipline. char- 
acter training must aim eliminate useless fear from 
the life the child and must endeavor stimulate 
right hoping, feeling, and acting. Since true character 
cannot built upon fear, the duty the school 
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eliminate useless fears discovering and removing 
them. Knowledge the great preventive and remedy 
for knowledge showing fear unfounded. 


Responsibility Teacher 


Failure, fear, and other unfavorable attitudes can- 
not eliminated the use the recitation method, 
because the recitation itself failure the sense 
that the pupil takes away nothing that did not 
bring into the classroom with him has prepared 
his work. Neither will any the scientific methods 
alone accomplish the desired results, unless the teacher 
has courage and vision and touch creative genius. 
Such teacher will not only consider but also treat 
children individuals rather than class group; 
will help the child cultivate keen sense hu- 
mor and aid him build optimistic view life. 
Such teacher will set tasks which will make the child 
struggle for himself, and which will habituate him 
courageous acts. Such teacher will know that fear 
may prevented quiet assurance and through 
reasoned sympathetic investigation. Such teacher will 
habituate the child brave moral acts, such facing 
painful consequences conduct and deciding about 
problems rather than evading the issue; will stress 
the importance facing difficulties promptly. Such 
teacher will provide the child with opportunity for 
free activities and play with other children thus per- 
mitting the child express himself the classroom, 
the playground, and home. Such teacher will 
establish impartial adult control, firm yet kindly, 
for failure conform school rules and routines. 
The difficulty that the school often robs the child 
his chance succed and then wonders why fails 
life.

Construction was started April, 1926, 
and September 1927 the Brothers the Christian 
Schools instituted regular sessions. 

The architecture the Flemish Gothic type,

high school. The building is, course, fireproof fin- 
ished rich, red brick, trimmed with Indiana lime- 
stone.

The cafeteria and kitchen, fully equipped every 
respect, are located the basement. Due high-set 
windows they have the benefit natural light and 
ventilation. About 450 boys approx- 
imately half the entire student 
body can served single sitting. 
The engine rooms, janitor’s quarters, 
etc. take the rest the basement.

The third floor contains twelve rooms, including 
one typewriting room, two bookkeeping rooms, and two 
shorthand rooms, the bookrooms, and treasurer’s office. 
Situated also this floor are the office and working

The Teacher’s Personality 


One the most highly and consistently praised ele- 
ments the educative process the personality the 
teacher. There doubt about its influence, and its 
power when wedded knowledge, wisdom, and effec- 
tive technique. 

But teaching personality may unfortunate its 
results well beneficial, disintegrative well 
unifying, destructive well constructive. 

Where child does everything for the teacher’s sake, 
where the motive always the approval pleasure 
the teacher, where the teacher’s cue, suggestion, 
command the sole guide student activity, have 
fundamentally unsound condition. 

This personal relationship teacher and pupil, par- 
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ticularly with the stronger and better teachers, likely 
make the child too dependent her, lack in- 
terest the things taught the school, lose initia- 
tive and independence, and fail with the teacher 
the next grade where more objective relationship 
likely exist. 

The thing classrooms not get things done, 
somehow, anyhow;; give the child educative 
experience that will enable him grow self-depend- 
ence, widening interest, wisdom, and character.

CHILD GUIDANCE 


“Since specialized procedures visiting teachers and experts 
guidance clinics were not available the schools Granite 
District, Utah, 1925, because the expense involved, the 
responsibility the guidance program was placed upon class- 
room and advisory teachers for pupils the regular 
and upon part-time instructors for young people work,” 
comments Francis Kirkham the Journal the National 
Education Association, January, 1930 (p. 18). 

“These teachers were assisted the principal, other teach- 
ers, school nurses and physicians, attendance officers, and the 
work-and-school The first help offered these 
teachers was the use standard tests for the regular school 
subjects, followed group intelligence tests. All tests were 
given under the direction supervisors. One result this 
testing revealed the teacher that 200 freshmen the high 
school, all graduates from the eighth grade, ranged from the 
sixth the eleventh grade reading ability and their I.Q’s 
were from 130. Yet all these students were placed the 
same kind algebra class and were expected achieve the 
same results. The testing program has been continued and 
developed that card for each pupil now gives the term 
markings, and the standard achievement tests together with 
yearly health examination, over number years. This 
cumulative record card indicates the principal and the ad- 
visory teachers the probable success the pupil various 
classwork.” 

“The second step was the improvement the yearly physi- 
cal examination for all children. The examining physician was 
required give special information regarding every important 
bodily function; record which was placed the cumu- 
lative record card; for example, the tonsils were normal, en- 
larged, diseased, removed. The Snellen test for eyes was 
given. All remediable defects were carefully noted. The yearly 
physical examination for the child for series years was 
thus available for the guidance teacher. 

“The third step was the extension the guidance program 
for pupils who could not attend school full time, and for those 
whose records indicated that they were not succeeding the 
regular school. The part-time teachers codperating with the 
principal, the school nurse, and the work-and-school 
nator made intensive investigations the pupils’ health, home, 
leisure time, and work conditions. Parents and employers were 
consulted. Every possible effort was made know the child 
order direct him successful schoolwork and 
time activities. The final step was the development the ques- 
tionnaire covering home conditions over series years. 
This asks pupils the junior high school give certain facts 
about their home, such the number the family, nation- 
ality, ages, and sex, number rooms the house, its con- 
veniences, family income, and those contributing it.

The sugges- 
tion that flags used make the house attractive for the 
party led the study the flags other nations, the respect 
due foreign emblems, and the proper manner display- 
ing them. 

This work was carried under the immediate direction 
the class teacher, Miss Anna Rest. the art period each child 
selected and drew figure clad native costume, the figure 
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being suitable size fit into the picture the room previ- 
ously drawn several children serve setting which 
the house party was staged. Each child also drew the 
flag one the nations. After the best pictures flags and 
people had been selected, the flags were hung the wall, the 
figures being grouped appropriate places around Uncle Sam. 

Besides Uncle Sam and the figures representing the state, 
there were present John Bull, Italian musician, Dutch 
boy, dancing girl from Hawaii, representatives from France, 
Switzerland, Spain, Norway, Czechoslovakia, China, Japan, 
Mexico, Chile, Greenland, Egypt, and, through the open win- 
dow, German arriving the Graf Zeppelin.

How the Unit was Initiated 


Our children come from industrial tenement section 
the city, from the environment the sweat shop and the 
fruit vender’s push cart. They have neither gardens nor flow- 
ers and both parents are all too frequently engaged sewing 
shopwork. But these little Italian and Russian folks crave 
beauty and show rare capacity for its enjoyment. This story 
will describe the beautiful influence their lives exerted 
contact and experiences with the trees and the woods. 

One morning during conversation period, the children’s 
attention was distracted loud noises proceeding from the 
radiators. Upon explaining that the noise was due the 
heat, they showed interest knowing how our school was 
heated. our visit the heating plant they were attracted 
the small logs the wood box. One little boy said, 
didn’t know you could make fire with trees.” Since that time 
these kindergarten children have been discovering new uses 
for trees for firewood, toys, furniture, trees that give 
food, trees that shelter the birds. 


Using the Children’s Experiences 


“Let’s play trees!” called out bright little girl. The chil- 
dren were first satisfied plant the trees their autumn 
acquaintance oak and maple, and the Christmas pine. 
excursions and lantern slides gave new suggestions, vari- 
ety trees were named, cut down, transported the 
mill, and cut into firewood lengths. Fairies, birds, and Echo 
came gradually join the play. The teacher merely gave 
finish their work, for instance, the suggestion never 
afterward neglected, that after tree was cut down another 
planted its place. 

One day wee girl clumsy package with, “Who 
can guess what here?” Each child felt, but one could 
tell. small section tree! grandfather was out 
the woods yesterday cut down trees. gave father 
some wood for our fire and asked could bring the little 
tree show the children.” This incident led our decision 
visit the woods the next clear day. 

apple aroused such questions “Where did come 
from?” tree.” “What kind?” the plays and games among 
the fruit trees the orchard the children learned distin- 
guish between “trees the woods” and “trees the orchard.” 


Creative Expression 


Some the children carried their interest trees over 
into their creative work. found them planning for 
thing made from tree” bird houses, 
Others were interested mold birds and bird baths from clay. 

Delightful illustrations the wanderings Hansel and 
Gretel the woods were made little girl, who when her 
book was completed, asked that The Woods Book printed 
that she might copy it. She gave very interesting explanations 
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her pictures which were, fact, well done that anyone 
with the gift insight with children would readily recognize 
them expressions keen observation and appreciation 
the trip the woods. 

One tiny boy showed his native feeling for perspective 
placing large trees the foreground his picture. little 
child who inquired why those the back were smaller, 
answered, “Because they are far away.” Maybe his ancestors 
the old country were artists! 

climax the children modeled the woods itself trees 
clay supporting bird houses hiding bird nests. They 
painted the trees green, arranged them like the woods 
went,” and the suggestion little girl covered paper 
green and brown crayon look like the grass and dirt! 
With further rich experiences they will learn use more 
euphonious diction! 

dramatized Hansel and Gretel and The Three Bears, 
course; the First Umbrella, The Pine that Wanted New 
Leaves, all these stories the major appeal seeming 
the setting the woods. The children learned love Chris- 
tina Rossetti’s The Wind and Sara Boyle’s The Voice the 
Grass. The day after the first reading Joyce Kilmer’s Trees, 
little boy said, “When was coming school this morning, 
saw the trees ‘lifting their leafy arms 

entered the woods that memorable day, heard 
once the clear charming song cardinal and the chil- 
dren’s joy perched for some time the tree under which 
were standing! Thereafter these little folks often found 
his picture and asked for his call the victrola. The Orchard 
and The Cardinal proved favorite songs and with rare delight 
they gave their tone plays the the wind; the sz, 
the saw; the call the child and Echo’s fascinating answer. 
They learned know and love selections from the opera 
Hansel and Gretel; the lovely record, Bird Calls; and the 
Dance the Flowers from the Nutcracker Suite. say that 
education makes changes children changed were these 
children that they seemed scarcely the same little folks! 


PUPIL GUIDANCE PLAN 


The New Jersey Education Bulletin for December, 1929, 
pp. 48-49, supplies excellent analysis the purpose, the 
organization, and the processes guidance carried out 
the public schools South Orange and Maplewood, 
After taking survey the work their elementary and 
high-school pupils, supervisors these schools found: (1) 
That the differences between pupils show wider range than 
usually supposed. These differences may those primarily 
mental ability, emotional attitudes, physical stamina; 
or, more usually, they present complex combinations all. 
(2) That the complexities the curriculum and life 
necessitate special preparation the part the pupil. (3) 
That many pupils are not working the maximum their 
powers. (4) That pupil failure not merely academic failure. 
involves pupil’s social, physical, and mental self. in- 
volves his ideals, his habits, his attitudes and appreciations. 
many, many academic failures are simply indications deeper 
personality failure character failure. (5) That there should 
more opportunity given the child educate himself. 


Nature Guidance 


Guidance involves the sympathetic understanding the 
pupil’s interests, aptitudes, and abilities, together with con- 
scious effort help each pupil make the most these. Guid- 
ance not something you child. process where- 
you build him the desire and the power some- 
thing for himself. 

The aim guidance the aim education: (1) Training 
for individual efficiency; (2) training for the common good. 
The two hand hand. Right social attitudes underlie the 
successful growth individual powers, and these attitudes are 
value only when coupled with individual efficiency.

Technique Guidance 


When, any time child’s school experience, the child 
needs help directing his growth, that particular process 
guidance involves: 

Creating the sincere feeling the child that the teacher 
cares what happens him. 

Helping the child see where his present activities are 
leading him; and either arousing desire him set 
for himself different goal, encouraging him achieve the 
goal has already set for himself. 

Helping him figure out what definite acts will lead him 
toward that goal. 

“Standing by” him during the successful and unsuccess- 
ful results that follow his efforts. 


Teacher’s Place Guidance 


The opportunity and burden guidance falls upon every 
teacher. Whether subject teacher, home room teacher, organi- 
zation sponsor, special teacher, principal, each will find the 
guidance program his opportunity and challenge.

REORGANIZATION HIGH-SCHOOL PHYSICS 


High-school teachers physics are ready for thorough 
revision both subject matter and point view, states 
Gerald Fox, the School Education Bulletin the Uni- 
versity Michigan. Mr. Fox circulated questionnaire 
true-false statements 2,000 high-school teachers test 
their opinion.

Although many teachers know little about recent devel- 
opments, this fact should not permitted determine the 
content the course. 

for the introduction new materials the course, the 
analysis shows that high-school teachers physics are ready 
see introduced such ideas as: 
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The role the electron all electric and magnetic 
phenomena. 

The electrical structure matter and the transmutation 
the elements. 

The new fields knowledge opened modern 
spectroscopy. 

The and unity the entire radiation 
spectrum. 

The modern conception quanta and the discontinuity 
energy. 

The universe from the standpoint the convertibility 
matter into energy and back again. 

There was very little unanimity with regard specific omis- 
sions. Every teacher apparently has some topics which for rea- 
sons his own would like omit, and his omissions are 
likely the favorite topics someone else. All that one 
can say this point that there was wide diversity 
opinion. 


Negative Answers

The writer would means eliminate the mathematical 
side elementary physics. Since physics deals with world 
which there are quantities amenable the question “How 
much?” shall always interested that question. Never- 
theless seems well-nigh criminal place much stress 
measurement that the beginner’s interest and wonder are all 
too often smothered overemphasis details. must 
remember that most the boys and girls with whom 
deal will never make physics their profession.

TEACHING READING FOR UNDERSTANDING 


Illiteracy far more potent factor retardation than 
lack English, writes Genevieve Garland the Los Angeles 
School Journal for November, 1929, 28. Miss Garland de- 
scribes the way she teaches English Mexican peons through 
the use pictures. the simplest way give the 
retarded child understanding what reads aid him 
making his own book, first through pictures alone, then with 
pictures labeled with printed written words, then with illus- 
trated stories one two sentences. can interpret these 
words and sentences.

CLASSROOM EXPERIMENT MODERN 
LANGUAGE WORK 
Ralph Haller, Morris High School, New York City, the 
Bulletin High Points, Vol. No. describes his efforts 
eliminate some the disadvantages found some schemes 
for classifying pupils according ability. says: 

The writer has used the following experimental procedure 
his own classes with the hope finding some method which 
will avoid the unfortunate consequences that usually follow 
classification according ability. Results proved both grati- 
fying and encouraging. The experiment was conducted for two 
terms French and French class. 

the beginning both terms the class was instructed 
somewhat follows: 

want each you give only the highest type work 
which you are capable. One the greatest assets that you 
can possess the ability carry through completion any 
task that given you, thoroughly, master it. 
more interested securing quality than quantity. 

wish entirely fair with you, and must ask you 
just fair with me. honest telling the amount 
work you can accomplish the time shall request you 
put homework. any time you consider assignment 
too long, tell and will talk over. 

minimum minutes outside study will required 
from each one daily. Knowing that some students will able 
cover more ground this time than others, shall make 
three assignments known Maximum, Medium, and 
Minimum, and shall expect each one classify himself 
capable covering one these. For instance, you can 
cover only Minimum minutes, place yourself that 
group. Whatever you do, let done the very best 
your ability. You will benefit far more from carefully pre- 
pared Minimum assignment than you will from hasty, slip- 
shod covering Maximum. Tests and examinations will take 
this grouping material into consideration. 

“Whenever written work assigned, you will place the 
upper left-hand corner your paper small square the. 
word Maximum, Medium, Minimum, the case may be. 
will make point have the written assignments placed 
the blackboard pupils, and corrected class. You will 
then asked correct your own papers before handing 
them in. 
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“We will endeavor cover the Maximum assignment 
class. doing, those who prepare Medium Minimum 
will profit materially from the parts the lesson which they 
have not studied. This will necessitate giving your closest 
attention all times. 

“Should you find yourself wrongly grouped, you may change, 
after having notified me. You are the judge the amount 
work you can cover thoroughly. find that you are not 
working capacity, you will regrouped. Sincere effort 
demanded all.” 

And plane mutual interest and sympathy had been 
reached! 

Pupils quite regularly placed themselves the proper group. 
There was tendency rate themselves too high rather than 
shirk. cause for feeling inferiority had been created, 
for was not evident the class which group member 
belonged. The teacher knew the pupils’ classification from his 
record book. making assignments board work, call- 
ing for recitation, there was revelation. 

such arrangement obtained work satisfactory quality 
from even the dullards. Pupils took pride doing conscien- 
tiously thorough work, even though the output was somewhat 
limited. Such habits are decidedly worth while. 

While reality there was classification according ability, 
yet the objectionable effects usualy noted were avoided. All 
groups were taught together. The dull pupils had the salutary 
influence and inspiration mingling with the brighter ones. 
The brilliant students were not considered snobs, the dull ones 
were not dubbed None were disheartened. The 
arrangement was conducive wholesome spirit learning 
the part the entire class. Any language class can readily 
readjusted according this procedure. not necessary 
keep these classes intact during the succeeding semesters. 
Program difficulties encountered classification according 
ability not exist. Returns far outweigh added efforts. 

Advantages such arrangement might summarized 
follows: 

Program difficulties encountered other schemes are 
automatically eliminated. 

opportunity provided for unfortunate stigma result- 
ing from segregation according ability. 

Stimulation resulting from contact with quicker minds 
assured the dull pupils without detriment the better 
equipped. 

The desirable habit thoroughness vitally encouraged. 

Classroom administration the scheme admittedly some- 
what more difficult than that encountered segregation, since 
the plan requires carefully worked-out details and close super- 
vision. requires alert, ingenious teachers; but should in- 
structors otherwise endowed tolerated the detriment 
the nation’s children already handicapped nature? 


PROBLEM CHILD CLINIC 


The New York City public schools have established clinic 
present behavior problems and present the extension 
manual training for manually minded children the lower 
grades. The clinic will also suggest treatment for mentally re- 
tarded students. The school authorities aim take hold 
the problem child before becomes delinquent.

own school systems that the United States Supreme Court 
has jurisdiction.

schools increased per cent, the number Catholic high- 
school teachers 400 per cent, and the enrollment 175 per cent, 
says Francis Crowley his N.C.W.C. bulletin “The Rapid 
Development Catholic High Schools.” Mr. Crowley offers 
this comparative study based the surveys the National 
Catholic Educational Association surveys 1915 and 1926. 
His study indicates the trend toward Catholic central schools. 
From 1922 1926 the number central high schools among 
the Catholic high schools the United States rose from 5.5 
per cent 17.6 per cent. 

Most the diocesan school systems are organized under 
the 8-4 plan. There are only junior high schools included 
the 1928 survey. these were organized the 
plan and the rest the 6-2-4 plan. 

The 1926 census reports Catholic high-school student 
enrollment 204,815. This enrollment was made 
per cent boys and per cent girls. More than one half 
(95,628) this number were enrolled the high schools 
thirteen our large cities. Chicago had the largest 
attendance with 14,908. New York was second with 9,951. 

Recent studies from the survey 1925 show that the 
7,851 Catholic high-school teachers 70.1 per cent hold college 
degrees and per cent advanced degrees. Two per cent have 
Ph.D.’s and 26.6 per cent, Master’s degrees. The salaries paid 
vary from $500 for religious Sisters $1,000 for priests and 
Brothers. The salary lay instructors ranges from $1,500 
$3,000 year. 

Tuition not charged 669 (30 per cent) our Cath- 
olic secondary schools. Most central high schools are included 
this number. the other per cent the tuition ranges 
from $30 $175 year. 

The per-capita cost the whole surprisingly low. For 
central high schools $40; for academies from $40 
$100 depending the number lay instructors employed. 
The total income from tuition approximately $9,000,000. 
And the buildings use are valued $117,040,000.
